•Toe Caruthers has been

Many different 
legume 
crops 
have been used and various com­ 
binations of these and other crops 
to find out which methods 
will 
best fit the conditions. 
Crimson clover is one 
of 
the 
more recent winter cover crops to 
be used by Mr. Caruthers. Here­ 
tofore, the clover has been sown 
on land especially prepared. The 
clover was then plowed under in 
the spring as a green 
manure 
crop apd followed by corn. This 
clover did unusually 
well 
this 
past year and Mr. Caruthers de­ 
cided to harvest 
the 
crop 
for 
seed, securing an average of 488 
pounds of seed per acre. 
There had been some doubt as 
to the success of this clover be­ 
cause of danger of winter killing. 
However, since it survived list 
winter in good shape there is not 
much danger of its ever freezing 
out in New Madrid county. 
Because of the 
late 
date 
at 
which all cotton can be harvest­ 
ed it is practically impossible to 
remove this crop in time for fall 
seeding. 
However, there is need 
ot a cover crop on cotton 
land 
through the winter and a 
crop 
that will add nitrogen and humus 
to the soil so Mr. Caruthers 
de­ 
cided to seed some of this clover 
in the cotton middles, 
believing 
it would do this job. 
The clover 
is looking very good at the pres­ 
ent time and if it continues so, 
it will become, no doubt, an im­ 
portant legume crop in this coun­ 
ty. 
Because as stated above, it 
can be removed in time 
in 
the 
spring to produce a crop of corn 
and at the same time a 
green 
manure crop can be added to the 
soil. 
Also, the expense of seeding 
in this manure will not be very 
great.

Experiment Station soils special­ 
ist says, “Hybrid corn cannot be 
expected to take the backache out 
of hauling limestone nor remove

BOT FLIES ARE MORE 
¡‘REVALENT THIS YEAR 


Farmers in various parts of the 
county have expressed the belief 
that hot flies are more prevalent 
this year than in many years. Joe 
Ressel of Kelso and Ernst 
Han- 
selman of Oran, as well as others, 
stated that nit flies 
were 
very 
annoying 
to 
work 
animals 
throughout the summer months. 
There 
are 
several 
erroneous 
ideas concerning the type of in­ 
jury done by the bot fly. 
The mature bot flies can neith­ 
er bite nor 
sting 
the 
animals. 
Their sole object in flying about 
horses is to glue their eggs to the 
hairs usually on the forelegs and 
throat. 
This act may result in a 
slight pull on the hair but it 
is 
believed that the alarm caused by 
the flies is due to the fear or ex­ 
citation caused 
by 
buzzing 
or 
striking. 
The most injurious stage of the 
bot fly is the maggot or 
larvae, 
which lives in the digestive tract 
of the animal, causing injuries to 
the linings of the 
stomach 
and 
intestines by their sharp 
spines 
and mouth hooks. 
These 
larvae 
cause inflammation, absorb food 
•which gradually starves the ani­ 
mal, and frequently cause com­ 
plete obstruction to the passage of 
food substances to the intestines. 
A horse badly infested with bots 
presents an 
unthrifty, 
rundown 
condition due to 
digestive 
dis­ 
turbances. 
The county agent’s 
office, 
in 
co-operation with local 
leaders 
and veterinarians, is 
making 
a 
drive to control bot flics this fall 
and winter.

ton, who, unknown to Clark, had 


captured the fort, he made a care­ 
ful and minute observation of the 
British forces.

release by Hamilton, which was 
obtained through the influneee of 
Vigo’s many friends at Vincennes 
who included Father Gibault, he 
left for St. Louis upon the condi­ 
tion that he would do nothing in­ 
jurious to the British cause while 
en route. 
Keeping his promise to the let­ 
ter, Vigo hastened to St. 
Louis, 
then, from there, immediately to 
Kaskaskia 
where 
he 
informed 
Clark of the weakened condition 
of Hamilton’s forces, of the exact 
fortifications of the fort, and of 
Hamilton’s intentions, 
when 
the 
winter opened, to attack Kaskas­ 
kia and to open the western w at­ 
ers by fall. Great excitement was 
occasioned by this information of 
Vigo's with the result that Clark 
made 
his 
historic 
decision

march at once upon 
Vincinnes. 
The capture of the fort on 
Feb­ 
ruary 25, 1779, and the victory of 
Clark are familiar history but ;t 
is also to oe remembered

Clark’s victory in the conquest of 
the Northwest was also Vigo’s.

W ashington—Construction of a 
new Am erican ‘city*

The federal governm ent is lend­ 
ing the Scouts some 350 acres of 
its property on both sides of the 
Potomac river, nearly all within 
view of the capitol, the W ashing­ 
ton m onum ent, and 
the 
Lincoln 
memorial. A more inspiring camp 
site could hardly be found . 
H ere on Columbia Island, part 
of East Potomac park, the Tidal 
Basin, part of the Arlington agri­ 
cultural farm and the Abington 
site on both sides of the Mt. V er­ 
non memorial highway, the J a m ­ 
boree troops 
will 
pitch 
their 
tents. 
T hey will live together for 
ten days enjoying an unusual pro­

Cancer is one of the oldest dis­ 
eases of which we have 
written 
record. 
The 
name 
“Cancer” 
means Crab and is supposed to be 
des eriptive of the 
physical 
ap­ 
pearance of the disease. 
It 
ap­ 
pears in ancient Egyptian 
writ­ 
ings of 3000 R. C. and throughout 
the ages has elicited the interest 
of laymen and physicians. 
Cancer appears to be a disease 
of peculiar individuality. 
We can 
state with a reasonable degree of 
accuracy that it bears no 
rela­ 
tionship to the great group of dis­ 
eases known as infections, such as 
tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
typhoid 
fever, pneumonia, all the venereal 
diseases and many others. 
These diseases are due to 
the 
invasion of the human body 
by 
microscopic 
living 
organisms 
which thrive and multiply, give 
off their poisons and either over­ 
come the afflicted human 
being 
or are overcome 
by 
him. 
We 
have not yet discovered the cause 
of all these infectious 
diseases; 
measles, for 
instance, 
definitely 
is due to an infection, yet, so far 
we have not 
“discovered” 
the 
particular germ which causes it. 
Cancer acts in quite a different 
way 
In its beginning, 
nothing 
could be more insignificant; it is 
a small ulcer or 
open 
sore, 
a 
wart-like growth or a flat

crop a^d followed by corn. This 
clover did unusually 
well 
this 
past year and Mr, Caruthers de­ 
cided to harvest 
the 
crop 
for 
seed, securing an average of 488 
pounds of seed per acre. 
There had been some doubt as 
to the success of this clover be­ 
cause of danger of winter killing. 
However, since it survived 1 ist 
winter in good shape there is not 
much danger of its ever freezing 
out in New’ Madrid county. 
Because of the 
late 
date 
at 
which all cotton can be harvest­ 
ed it is practically impossible to 
remove this crop in time for fall 
seeding. 
However, there ia need 
ot a cover crop on cotton 
land 
through the winter and a 
crop 
that w’ill add nitrogen and humus 
to the soil so Mr. Caruthers 
de­ 
cided to seed some of this clover 
in the cotton middles, 
believing 
it would do this job. 
The clover 
is looking very good at the pres­ 
ent time and if it continues so, 
it will become, no doubt, an im­ 
portant legume crop in this coun­ 
ty. 
Because as stated above, it 
can be removed in time 
in 
the 
spring to produce a crop of corn 
and at the same time a 
green 
manure crop can be added to the 
soil. 
Also, the expense of seeding 
in this manure will not be very 
great.

Experiment Station soils special­ 
ist says, “Hybrid corn cannot be 
expected to take the backache out 
of hauling limestone nor remove 
the pain when it is necessary 
to 
extract money from the 
family 
purse for potash and phosphate.” 
A corn grower cannot expect to 
grow 
90-bushel 
or 
100-bushel 
corn on 30 bushel land, and he 
may be wasting high quality seed 
if he tries it. 
On the other hand 
if he has high quality soil capable 
of yielding big crops, he is waste­ 
ful if he does not buy seed good 
enough to make full use of 
the 
land. 
Practical tests have shown j 
over and over again 
that 
good 
hybrid seed corn well adapted to 
the' soil and the climate will yield 
enough more 
grain 
to 
return 
many times the extra investment 
in seed. 
How the seed should 
fit 
the 
land and the land should fit the 
seed has been revealed clearly in 
plantings in Illinois, say agronom­ 
ists of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture

BOT FLIES ARE MOKE 
PREVALENT THIS YEAH 


Farmers in various parts of the 
county have expressed the belief 
that hot flies are more prevalent 
this year than in many years. Joe 
Ressel of Kelso and Ernst 
Han- 
selman of Oran, as well as others, 
stated that nit flies 
were 
very 
annoying 
to 
work 
animals 
throughout the summer months. 
There 
arc 
several 
erroneous 
ideas concerning the type of in­ 
jury done by the bot fly. 
The mature bot flies can neith­ 
er bite nor 
sting 
the 
animals. 
Their sole object in flying about 
horses is to glue their eggs to the 
hairs usually on the forelegs and 
throat. 
This act may result in a 
slight pull on the hair but it 
is 
believed that the alarm caused by 
the flies is due to the fear or ex­ 
citation caused 
by 
buzzing 
or 
striking. 
The most injurious stage of the 
bot fly is the maggot or 
larvae, 
which lives in the digestive tract 
of the animal, causing injuries to 
the linings of the 
stomach 
and 
intestines by their sharp 
spines 
and mouth hooks. 
These 
larvae 
cause inflammation, absorb food 
which gradually starves the ani­ 
mal, and frequently cause com­ 
plete obstruction to the passage of 
food substances to the intestines.

Here on Columbia Island, part 
of East Potomac park, the Tidal
